Vicksbcru, Miss., April 15, 1865. 
Now that the Cahawba and Anderson- 
ville prisoners, who are to l>e delivered at 
this point, have all arrived, have all been 
fed, washed, elothed and combed, i» may 
not be out of place to say a few words as toj 
their general appearance. They began to, 
arrive aboot the 15th of March, and by one| 
who saw them then, and visited them again 
to-day, they would not be recognized as the 
same race of beings. Then they were rag- 
ged, dirty, spiritless and dejected, moving 
about with an expression of stolid indiil'er- 
enoe, and with a step such as might be ex- 
pected of one marching to his own funeral. 
But what a change a single month has ef- 
fected. The government officials exerted 
themselves to the utmost, pouring out an 
abundance of commissary and quartermas- 
ter's stores, the citizens subscribed liberally 
to furnish them with such mn-essaries as 
towels, combs and tobacco, and the Sanita- 
ry Commissions have completed the work. 
I nder these circumstances the men have 
improved amazingly. Swollen limbs have 
assumed their natural shape and propor- 
tions; old sores, which for months hail 
stubbornly refused to heal, are now fairly 
on tbe mend; the dull and leaden eye has 
resumed its animated expression, and the 
camp has lost its sad funera' appearance. 

Of the treatment of these men at Ander- 
sonville, they bore ample evidence in their) 
countenances and upon their persons. It is 
the old and sickening story of Belle Isle re-j 
peated; a story of starvation and brutality, 
with details too shocking for repetition 

In a speech delivered here a few eveninp. 
since, one of the prisoners, Col. Noble, of 
the 17th Connecticut, stated that there! 
were among them men who had not worn 
a shirt for twelve months, and whose only 
article of clothing was a piece of blanket 
tied about their loins, while their bodies 
were so smoked and blackened by cower- 
ing over their little pitch pine tire, that it 
was impossible to tell whether they were 
originally white or black. When they 
entered the stockade at Andersonville all 
their money and valuables except the little 
they could secrete about them were taken 
by "he officers, and the amount taken Irom 
each man was credited to him in a book 
kept for that purpose. From time to time 
they were humanely allowed to draw upon 
this bank, receiving dollar for dollar i 
Confederate scrip. 

To keep up a show of honesty this book 
was produced on their arrival at Jackson; 
but many who had refused to be swindlwi 
in this wholesale way and had never drawn 
a dollar found they were falsely chargeu 
with various sums, so that the books were! 
nearly balanced. The little balance still 
remaining in their favor was paid them as 
they entered our lines, dollar for dollar in 
their worthless paper. A few watches of 
little value were also returned, but all the 
better ones were kept, and I am informed 
upon reliable authority that tbe rebel Com- 
missioner of Kxchange and his adjutant, 
who daily walk our streets in the greatest 
security «re both sporting watches whicl 
belong to prisoners now in the camp o 
which they have charge 

When it was announced at Andersonvill 
that there was to be an exchange it wa 
also announced that tlfose would be sent 
tirst who could make it an object to the reb 
el officers to send them. In other words 
they bought their way out. I saw one man 
who paid two dollars in greenbacks — all 
the money he had — to be among the num- 
ber. Others give watches, trinkets, any- 
thing, for the rebels were disposed to be| 
magnanimous and were not above taking 
in barter what the \ankees lacked in 
funds. < >n marching out of the stockade, 
all were compelled to leave their blankets, 
receiving in exchange the comforting as 
surance that they would get more when 
l hey reached the Federal lines. 

Tbey have not the highest appreciation 
the disinterested patriotism of rebel office 
inasmuch as they made use of every M 
portunity to extort from tbe men the* little' 
money they could get, b3' selling at outra- 
geous prices such articles as the prisoners 
M ould buy. I was shown a common two 
quart tin pail, for which a ten dollar green 
back was given. One officer in particular| 
a rebel Colonel ; is spoken of as being es- 
pecially avaricious, often entering th« 
pr son'to peddle peanuts! Think ot it. A 
t'olonel in an army composed of tbe most 
chivalrous, magnanimous, and high-toned 
men in the world entering a stockade filled 
with plundered and starving Yankee van- 
dals to peddle peanuts at a dollar a pint ! 

The old stories are confirmed of barbarous! 
punishments; of hunting by blood-hounde 
of starvation by wholsesale, and of in unlet 
cold blooded and unprovoked. No wonde 
the men became demoralized and thorough-! 
]y selhsh, so that a single ration would] 
i.ribe a man to betray his comrades. If on 
had a o&okmg utensil and another had not 
the lucky possessor demanded a part of 
ration for tbe use of it. Another who ha( 
l»een so fortunate as to be put on the police 
squad, and had found a little wood, de 
manded a second division for the privi eg. 
of tbe fire. The first comers dug little well 
or scooped out holes rather, in which wate 
,-ol looted, and these demanded pay for 
share in the wells. Murder* for clothing 
money were of frequent occ urrence, un 
at last the whole miserable community m 
aroused to a sense of its dangers, a vigilaui 
committee was formed, and on the 11th o 
Jnly last six men were hung by their fel 

"° Atthat time there were nearly 30,000 mefi 
in tbe stockade, huddled so closely togetbe; 
that there were ten men to every square r 
of ground, and on this space tbey had 
bathe, cook, eat and sleep. Is it to be won 
dered at that it proved a charnel house ?

Many 
iied upon the way, men whose hopes and 
ambition were beyond their strength, but 
who undertook the journey, so anxiousl 
were they to escape from that terrible pris 
Tbe" last detachment that left Ander 
sonville was a company of 224 sick men, 
under charge of a surgeon, whose enti 
stock of medicines lor all these men, ove 
a rough journey of several hundred miles,! 
(•oiisi>ted of one drecbm of opium and one] 
pint of poor sorgum whisky. Out of 
ibis number five died on the way, nine 
w en- lelt at Meridian, and twenty at Jack-| 
son, being too feeble to continue the jour- 
■jM . The surgeon who accompanied them 
was the same who once made a report to] 
the authorities at Richmond in which ht 
stated that the prisoners were dying of" star- 
vation, and was imprisoned because he re- 
ed to amend it. He was very kind to] 
sick, spending all the money he had. 
1 even selling his w atch ami chain that 
he might do more for them. After this! 
-tatement it is unnecessary to add that the| 
urgeon does not go back to Andersonville 
At Jaekson, the limit of neutral terrif 
ry, our ambulances met and brought int 
weak and feeble, but some died soon after! 
getting so near — almost within sight of their 
phm of deliverance. One ambulance, 
which started with four sick and feeblej 
men, contained only four dead bodies when 
it reac hed Black river. 

But we have not seen the worst, for only 
the healthiest and strongest were sent from 
And. -rsonville. There were 2,500 left be 
hind because they could not sUnd t" 
journey. Gklsl belpthese poor men, ot 'whom 
not one in twenty will probably ever see 
home or friends again. Some day, when 
the war is ended and these soldiers have 
become citizens, we shall have a history of 
the Andersonville prison, and that history 
will furnish details which will put to the 
blush even savage cruelty. P

struck it. But then the penalty was a fright- 
ful one. The condition of Europe betweeu I 
he years 500 and 800 has never been paiut- 
»*d by any historian, but enough is known! 
to satisfy us that nothing more awful has! 
Hver been witnessed. A great, wealthy, re-| 
fined and polished community was aban-] 
ioned to the mercy of roving barbarians! 
for many generations; every spark of civil-l 
zationcame well nigh perishing amongst] 
them. We are told that population dimin- 
ished or disappeared in many parts ofthel 
continent, owing to men's unwillingness tol 
bring children into the world to share a lot| 
as misepable as their own. 

The h rench noblesse exercised their pow- 
er over the peasantry and abused it in thel 
manner so familiar to all readers for overl 
thousand years also, and French society aj 
itoned for it in that tremendous convulsion! 
which our fathers witnessed, from which [ 
Europe, after a lapse of seventy years, stilll 
trembles. Fortunately for the South, thel 
remedy has been applied in its case at anl 
•'arlier stage of the disease, and terrible as] 
it has been, it has fallen far shoit of rival- 
ing in its horrors either the fall of Rome orl 
the destruction of the old regime. We havel 
had much bloodshed indeed, but it has beenl 
nearly all shed in fair fight. We have had! 
no massacre* or proscriptions. We have| 
had much destruction of property, but itl 
has been through tbe ordinary operations ofl 
war, and never through the wanton love ofl 
destruction. And now that this is all over,| 
the victors seem likely to err rather on the 
side of leniency than of vengence. W« 
lare not hope that had the Southern leaders 
succeeded in carrying out their progrmme| 
tnd giving the institution of slavery great- 
er permanence and solidity, Southern soci-J 
ety would have expiated the crime so light-l 
y. Retribution would surely have come, 
and it would have been made heavier by| 
very year of wrong and injustice.— [N. Y.

Ti-ere are many intelligent men who are 
laboring uuder the idea that the rebels who 
are now surrendering upon parole receive a 
plenary pardon. In the nature of things a 
plenary parole is a solecism. A parole is 
always a contingent affair. It is a pledge 
of honor— a pledged faith to do certain 
things, as not to bear arms against the au- 
thority to whom the parole is given until 
exchauged, or to procure an exchange of 
some specified individual, or to return to 
imprisonment. A paroled prisoner is to all 
intents and purposes* confined prisoner, as 
mucii so it s if immured within prison walls, 
tieneral (irant, in consenting to the parole 
of Lee and his army is very specific and 
clear in his terms. He says: 

"Each officer and man w ill l>e allowed to 
return to their homes, not t • be disturbed 
by the United States authority, so long as 
mm observe their parole ami tin: laws in force 
where they reside." 

If Lee and bis m m had attempted to re- 
main in camp, as Pembertou's paroled 
army were made to do, the parole would 
have b.-en violated. When General Grant 
was dictating his terms to Lee, he undoubt- 
edly had in view the atrocious conduct of 
J eft. Davis in gathering Pembertou"s men 
in a "paroled camp," an atrocity never 
conceived of by any other beings than the 
unscrupulous wretches who guided the 
" Confederacy." It was treason that spawn- 
ed that intamous deed. 

But the reader will s< e that the terms to 
Lee and his men make the parole conting- 
ent upon its observance, and obedience to 
the "laws in force where they reside." 
While they do this they are free from mili- 
tary arrest, and possibly are discharged 
from liabilities to civil trials for treason. 
In fact, the entire rets-1 force thus paroled, 
in Virginia and elsewhere, are prisoners of 
war, and will remain so until exchanged. 

The Government may keep this suspend- 
ed as an impending peril over their heads 
during the rest of the lives of all paroled 
men. They cannot be exchanged in the or- 
dinary way. At some future time the Na- 
tional authorities may release them from 
parole, which is equivalent to exchange. 
Rut until some such actien us this, all pa- 
roled rebels are absolutely prisoners of 
war. They cannot be too careful in the full 
recognition of this fact; because each one of 
them must understand that a violation of 
parole is punishable with death by the ac- 
tion of courts mar ial. They have not the 
same security around them that the domes- 
tic traitors among us have. Hence these 
paroled rebels cannot be too careful about 
their intercourse with these craven things, 
known as domestic traitors. The less pa- 
roled men have to do with them the better 
for both parties. 

The amnesty oath is very nearly akin to 
General Grant's terms of parole. It de- 
r.\e- .t- vitality mi<] force from the Presi- 
dent's proclamation, and that proclamation 
distinctly says: That the benefits of the 
amnesty oath can hold good, only by ob- 
serving the oath. It may be revoked by 
rebel speech or conduct forty years hence. 
It is, therefore, clear that all these paroled 
rebels and amnestied men are under life 
bonds for good behavior. They dailv and 
hourly carry their lives in their hands, and 
as they drag the chain after them are under 
perpetual reminiscences of the awful crime 
of rebellion, of the drag weight of their 
treason. They must wear this as a frontlet 
to their eyes. A moment of rashness may 
involve them in ruin. 

Again : Tnese paroled and amnestied 
rebels are not released by parole or amnes- 
ty from the civil pains and penalties of 
their crimes. Suits may be instituted 
against them in the State courts for stealing 
horses, or any other property they may 
have taken in any way. All of those who 
have depredated upon the people of Ken- 
tucky are just as liable to penalty and for 
damages as any other robbers or trespass- 
ers are, and as much so und «r parole or am- 
nesty, a- without either. An aj.Jteal to the 
laws of Kentucky and to the military com- 
missions that are likely to exist sometime 
yet, will bring many of these "chivalric" 
sprigs to great distress. The parties that 
bad gala days in Kentucky in burning 
bridges, destruction of railroads, of railroad 
trains, in robbing stores, dwellings, smoke- 
houses, stables, the pockets of individuals, 
in burning houses and other enjoyments of 
this kind will be made to answer for these 
offenses. It is a very long lane that has no 
turn in it, and the whirligig of time brings 
its revenges. 

It is possible tbat paroled rebels, all of 
whom have to register themselves, will pre- 
fer to remain prisoners of war under that 
parole, because the moment they are re- 
leased by the Government, all the pains 
and penalties of civil proceedings in the 
United States courts revive iu full force. If 
President Johnson were to-morrow to re- 
lease Robert Lee iron: his parole, the liabil- 
ity to a trial for treason would spring into 
immediate and undoubted action. 

In no one of the great measures that Gen. 
Grant has guided, from the time that he 
that grand move in occupying Pa- 
that stamped him as the military 
mind of the nation, down to the discomfi- 
ture and remarkable pursuit of Lee, has he 
gained a more signal triumph than in the 
nsgitir" — - bv which Lee and his army

From yesterday's Cincinnati Gazette and 
Commercial we get the substance of the 
President's reply to the Indiana Delegation. 
From the fact that he has carefully revised 
the speech, it is inferred that he regards it 
as his most definite committal to the line of 
policy he proposes to pursue. After thank- 
ing Governor Morton for his remarks, the 
President said: 

We are living at a time when the public 
mi lid has almost become oblivious of what 
trea>oii is. The time has arrived, my 
countrymen, when the American people 
should be educated and taught what crime 
is, and that treason is crime, and the high- 
est crime known to the law and the Consti- 
tution. Yes, treason agaiust a State, trea- 
son against the Government of the United 
states, is the highest crime that can be com- 
mitted, and those engaged in it should suf- 
fer all its penalties. It is not promulgating 
anything that I have not heretofore said, 
to " >ay that traitors must be made 
odious; that treason must be made odious; 
that traitors must be punished and impov- 
M i-hed. [Applause.] They must not only 
be punished, but their social power must 
be destroyed. If not, they will still main- 
tain au ascendancy, aud may again become 
numerous and powerful: for, in the woids 
of a former Senator of the United States, 
"when traitors become numerous enough, 
treason becomes respectable;" and I say 
that, after making treason odious, every 
Union man, and the Government, should 
be remunerated out of the pockets of those 
who have inflicted this great suffering upon 
the country. [Applause.] But do not un- 
derstand me as saying this in a spirit of an- 
ger, for, if I understand my own heart, the 
reverse is the case; and, w hile I say that the 
penalty of law, in a stern aua indexible 
manner, should be executed upon the con- 
scious, intelligent add influential traitors, 
and the leaders, who have deceived thou- 
sands upon thousands of laboring men, 
who have been driven into this rebellion: 
and while I say, as to the leaders, punish- 
ment, I also say leniency, conciliation and 
amnesty to the thousands whom they have 
misled and deceived; aud in reference to 
this, as I remarked, I might have adopted 
poor speech as my own. 1 long siuce took 
the ground that this Government was sent 
upon a great mission among the nations of 
the earth; that it had a great work to per- 
form, and that in startiug it was started for 
perpetuity. Look back, for one single mo- 
ment, to the Articles of Confederation, and 
then come down to 1787, when the Constitu- 
tion was framed. What do we find ? That 
"we, the people of the United States, in or- 
der to form a more perfect Government," 
Ac. The provision is made for the admis- 
sion of new States to l)e added to the old 
on< s embraced w ithin the Union. 

Now turn to the Constitution. We find 
that amendments may be made by the re- 
commendation of two-thirds of the mem- 
bers of Congress, to be ratified by three- 
fourths of the States. Provision is made 
for the admission of new States, but no 
provision is made for the secession of old 
oues. The instrument is made to be good 
in perpetuity, aud you can take bold of it, 
not to break up the Government, but to go 
on perfecting it more and more as it runs 
down the stream of time. 

It provides that the United States, that is, 
the KBMat integer, shall guarantee to each of 
he Mate integers composing the whole in 
this Union, a republican form of Govern- 
ment. Yes, if the rebellion has been ram- 
pant and set aside the machinery of a State 
for a time, there stands the great law to re- 
move the paralysis and revitalize and put it 
on its feet again. Upon this idea of des- 
troying Stales my position has heretofore 
In en well known, and 1 see no cause to 
change it now. Some are satisfied with the 
idea that the States are to be lost in territo- 
rial and other divisions; are to lose 
their character as States but their 
life breath has been only sus- 
pmmm\ and it is a high constitu- 
tional obligation we have to secure each of 
these States in the possession and enjoy- 
ment of a republican government. A State 
may be in the Government with a peculiar 
institution, and by the operation of rebel- 
lion lose that feature, out it was a State 
when it went into rebellion, and when it 
comes out without the institution it is still a 
Slate. [Great applause.] I hold it as a 
solemn obligation in any one of these States 
where the rebel armies have been beate n 
bac k ami expelled, (I care not how small 
may be the number of Union men, that 
there are enough to man the ship of State. 

I say it is a high duty to protect and se- 
cure to them a republican form of Govern- 
ment, ami then in adjusting and putting 
the Government upon its legs again, I 
think in the progress of this work it must 
pass into the hands of its friends. [Ap- 
plause.] If a State is to be nursed until it 
again gets strength, it must be nursed by 
its ii iends, not smothered by its enemies. 
[Applause ] Perhaps I ought not to add 
what I am about to say, but human nature 
is human nature. Indiana first named me 
for Vice-President, though it was unsolicit- 
ed by me. Indeed there is not a man can 
say that I ever approached him on the sub- 
ject. My eyes were turned to my own 
State. If I could restore her, the measure 
of my ambition was complete. I thank 
the State ol Indiana for the confidence and 
regard manifested toward me, which has 
resulted in what is now upon me, in placing 
BM in the position I now occupy. 

In conclusion, I will repeat that the vigor 
of my youth has been spent in ad .ocating 
those great principles at the foundation of 
our Government, and therefore I have been 
by many denounced as a demagogue striv- 
ing to please the people. I am free to say 
bo you that mv highest ambition was to 
please the people, for I believed when I 
pleased them I was nearly right, and being 
in the right I did not care who assailed me. 
But I was going to say that I have advocat- 
ed the principle that the Government was 
made for man, not man for the Government. 
Kven the good book says the Sabbath was 
made for man, not man for the Sabbath. 
So far as in me lies those principles shall be 
caniedout. In conclusion, I tender you 
my profound and sincere thanks for your 
respect and support iu the performance of 
the arduous duties devolved 
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pM the Union Prow.] 

Mr. Johnson, in his Nashville speech of 
March 13, 1862, announced that the time for 
crushing out treason aud punishing traitors 
bad arrived, and the Government of the 
nation was determined to bold the origina- 
tors and leaders of the rebellion to a stern 
account. And in his speech, July 4th, lsnu, 
at Nashville, this "champion of the poor 
man's Govecnment and cause, ".said : 

The Southern chivalry, champions of 
Southern rights, have plundered and de- 
vastated the South. They have been the 
greatest roobers and enemies of the rights 
of the people that the country has ever seen. 

And if this war goes on, through the fol- 
ly and wickedness of Southern rebels, 
slavery is at au end. I am for this Govern- 
ment though slavery should be struck 
from existence. If you persist in forcing 
the issue of slavery against the Govern- 
ment, I say, iu the lace of Heaven, give me 
my Government, and let the negroes go! 

Some profess to entertain a holj' horror 
of coercion. Why, force and terror have 
coerced the South into her present position, 
and nothing but force and power will bring 
her back. You were coerced by the vio- 
lence and' force of secession, and the spirit 
of secession must be subdued and controlled 
by force. The strong arm of the Govern- 
ment must be bared, and justice must do 
her work. 

Treason must be made odious, and 
traitors impoverished. Their property 
should be taken from tbem to defray the 
expenses of the war. They are the guilty 
one*. They are the real criminals. The 
poor have been deluded and dragged into 
this war, while the authors and instigators, 
who have kept up the war by their money 
and contributions, have skulked at home,

Re-elect Mr. Lincoln, and this diabolical, 
infernal, hell-born and hell-bound rebel- 
lion, based solely upon slavery, is well 
nigh at an end.

Progress of the Funeral Train. 

We are in sight of Newark. The private 
residences and public buildings and the 
stores are some of them elaborately draped. 
Flags are at half-mast and other evidences 
of sorrow are exhibited. Among the more 
prominent features was the United States 
Hospital, suitably draped, and in front of 
it were a large number of soldiers, some of 
them upon crutches. All the patients who 
could move were drawn up in double fi e— 
every one of them stood uncovered and 
seemed to be deeply affected by the touch- 
ing spectacle. 

At lu o'clock we arrived at Jersey City. 
Here the arrangements seemed to be perfect. 
Nothing had been neglected which could 
give due effect to the ceremonies of the oc- 
casion. The coffin was removed from the 
hearse car by eight soldiers. It was cover- 
ed with Union flags and with flowers in the 
presence of the military and of civilians, 
including the escort which had followed 
the remains from Washington.

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Amnesty Oath.— Geo. W. Lindsley, of 
county, Va., and N. S Gibbon, of 
11 county, Tenn., deserters from the 
rebel army, took the amnesty oath at the 
Provost Marshal's office yesterday, and 
were released, having given themselves up. 

Charles Gay, arrested for using dis- 
loyal language, was released on taking the 
oath of allegiance and giving bond in the 
1 of |1,000 for the faithful observance of 
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At Jersey City the joint committee of the 
Common Council of New York, with the 
entire Common Council, His Honor the 
Mayor, and a delegation of the officials of 
the State, had met previous to the arrival 
of the train. The remains were received on 
behalf of the State of New York by Hon. 
Chauncy M. DePauw, Secretary of State, 
and then consigned to the care of the Com- 
mittee. 

The hearse was placed on the ferry boat 
and taken charge of by Maj. Gen. Dix. As 
the boat neared the city of New York the 
belli were chimed and tolled, and minute 
guns tired. On the arrival of the remains 
at Des Brasses street the 17th regiment of 
National Guards, acting as the guard of 
honor, escorted the cortege through several 
of the streets to the City Hall, where the 
United German Society, numbering 900 
voices, and occupying the steps and places 
in front of the City Hall, chanted dirges 
appropriate to the occasion. The remains 
were soon thereafter exposed to the public- 
view. Thousands of persons visited the 
catafalque to view the body. 

New York, April 24.— Business in this 
city was generally suspended on the arri- 
val of the funeral train. Broadway was 
crammed to its utmost anxious to witness 
the fnneral car and the accompanying es- 
cort. Windows and house tops were filled 
with people. The utmost quiet prevailed, 
and the dense masses remained uncovered 
as the procession slowly wended its way to 
the City Hall. The hearse, which was 
drawn by six horses, on arriving in front 
of City Hall, was relieved of the cotlia by 
eight soldiers, who conveyed it to the Gov- 
ernor's room. One thousand singers sung 
a dirge as it was borne to its resting place. 

The City Hall in its interior is elaborately 
draped and festooned with morning em- 
blems. The room in which the remains of 
the President are deposited is thoroughly 
draped in black; the center of the ceiling is 
dotted with silver stars, reieived bv black 
The drapery la nniaUca *>nn neavy silver 
r.iuge. The curtains are of black silk vel- 
vet, fringed with silver and gracefullj' 
looped. The coffin rests on a dais on an in- 
clined plane. The inclination is such that 
the face of the departed patriot is in view ol 
visitors while passing for two or 
minutes. The coffin was laid on the 
dais in the presence of Generuls 
Dix, Burnside, Van Vliet, Ulluian, Sanford, 
Tow nsend, and Spaulding, members of the 
press, and a number of eminent citizens. 
The embalmers then re-arranged the body, 
which had been somewhat disturbed by the 
journey, after which the lid was removed, 
affording a view of the fac. 1 and the upper 
part of the breast. Wreathes of immortelles 
were placed in the coffin by ladies present. 

At one o'clock guards were placed and 
the general public was allowed to view the 
remains. The appearance of the dead Pres- 
ident bears no marks of pain, but the eyes 
are sunk and the lace somewhat discolored 
and sallow about the lower part — dark 
around the eyes and cheeks, and the lips 
very tightly compressed. The remains will 
ri'jt again be exposed to view until they ar- 
rive at Springfield. Thousands are in the 
streets, awaiting aa opportunity to view for 
the last time the lace of Abraham Lincoln; 
but the arrangements for this purpose have 
t ecu to poorly Qoooaived and wretchedly 
curried out that thousands will be disap- 
pointed, notwithstanding they will bo on 
view iill ni^ht and until noon to-morrow. 

The arrangements Car the procession to- 
morrow are on an immense scale, and it 
will from j-rcsent advices comprise from 
liltv to seventy thousand people on foot. 
The streets through which it is to pass are 
to be cleared of vehicles, &c. 

The ranks of the procession will be form- 
ed twenty deep. Minute guns will be lired 
during its passage, and the bells will be 
tolled. 

The military portion will comprise ten 
thousand soldiers. 

Additional decorations of mourning have 
been placed on all the hotels and buildings 
throughout the city, and the day will be 
exclusively devoted by our community to 
the last tribute of solemn respect to the re- 
mains fti the great departed. 

After the embalmers had prepared the 
body for public inspection, and while the 
lid of the coffin was still open, a full length 
photograph of the corpse was taken by one 
of our photographers. Some tweuly-live 
minutes were consumed in the effort, ow ing 
to the subdued light. The lid was then 
closed, except to show the face of the mar- 
tyred President, and the crowd allowed to 
enter the hall. Many of the visitors were 
females, and a large proportion of them 
wept bitterly, and one or two endeavored 
to kiss the corpse, but were prevented. 

As the masses came up with noiseless 
steps It was a most impressive sight. The 
guard of honor, which is divided into 12 
watches of two hours length, comprises 
some seventy army and navy officers, in- 
cluding Gens. Peck, Van Vliet, Meagher, 
Morris, Hunt, and oth-

i.a,al Southerners Calling ou the Presi- 
denj. 

Washington, April 24.— This morning a 
delegation of loyal Southerners called on 
thS" President by appointment. Every 
Southern State was represented, and the 
delegation was introduced by Judge Un- 
derwood of Virginia, who said the visitors 
were, for the most part exiles, but they 
hoped shortly to return, as the recent ut- 
terances of the President had encouraged 
that hope, and that they would not advise 
the hanging of all, but the leaders should 
\)e punished. 

President Johnson in reply said that his 
feelings fully accorded with those of the 
delegation. That justice should be meted 
out to the leaders of nefarious rebellion. 
On account of the peculiar circumstances 
under which he had assumed the reins of 
office his position was somewhat embarras- 
sing, and he therefore thanked the visitors 
for the encouragement 1 ifered. He could 
only reiterate what had been said on former 
occasions. He knew what mercy the par- 
doning power was for he had heretofore oc- 
cupied executive positions, and he had 
been accused of leaning too much to the 
side of mercy, but the 



The time had come when the American 
iieople should understand the true charac- 
ter of the crime of treason. The idea had 
been promulgated, and by the leaders of 
the rebellion themselves, thai they would 
become sufticieuty famous. These men 
were the aristocracy of the South. God 
protect the people from such an aristocracy 
as that! 

Referring to the assassination of the Pres- 
ident, President Johnson aitributed it to 
the fell spirit pervading the rebellion. 

President Lincoln was indeed but one 
man, and no one would hesitate to say that 
he who takes the life of one man should 
fotfeit his own life. Then how much more 
should those be punished who have raised 
their hands and attempted by assassina- 
tion to take away the life of a nation. We 
may grant an amnesty and extend c/emen- 
cy to the masses, who were forced into the 
war, but to the others stern justice should 
be meted out. 

In conclusion the Presideut said he hoped 
the time would speedily come when treason 
would be driven from the laud. He should 
do all in his power to cause the speedy re- 
turn of peace. 

Natinoal Day of Humiliation and Prayer. 

BY THE PRESIDENT OK THE UNITED STATES 
A PROCLAMATION. 

W r hereas, By my direction the acting 
Secretary of State, in a notice to the public 
on the 17th of April, requested the various 
religi us denominations to assemble on the 
I'lth day of April, ou the occasion of 
the obsequies of Abraham Lincoln, late 
President of the United States, and to ob- 
serve the same with appropriate ceremo- 
nies, and whereas our country has bee Dine 
as o negreat house of mourning, where the 
head of the family has been taken away, 
and believing that a special period should 
be assigned for again humbling ourselves 
before Almighty God in order that the be- 
reavement may be sanctified to the nation; 
now, therefore, in order to mitigate that 
grief on earth which can only be assuaged 
by communion with the Father in Heaven, 
and in compliance with the views of Sena- 
tors and Representatives in Congress, com- 
municated to me by a resolution adopted at 
the Capitol— 

I, Andrew Johnson, President of the 
United States, do appoint Thursday, May 
twenty-fifth, next, to be observed where- 
ever in the United States the flag of our 
country may be respected, as a day of hu- 
miliation and mourning, and recommend 
my fellow-citizens then to assemble in 
their respective places of worship there to 
unite in solemn service to God in memory 
of the good man who has been removed, so 
that all shall be oi-cupied at the same time 
in contemplation of his virtues aud sorrow 
for his sudden and violent end.

Matters io Virginia. * 

HEADO. CARTERS ARMY OK THE PoTONAC, 
April 23. — Reports are current here that as 
many as four men have been found mur- 
dered in the vicinity of houses through the 
country, but notwithstanding the strictest 
inquiries have been made, no confirmation 
of these reports can be obtained. 

A squadron of cavalry, however, have 
been sent out to scour the country and 
bring in all prisoners, who are found with 
arms in their h-^nds, whether claiming to 
be paroled or not. 

A delegation of citizens from Danville 
came through to headquarters yesterday, 
with a petition from the president and dir- 
ectors of the Richmond and Danville rail- 
road, asking permission to re-open the 
road, saying all the rolling stock was at 
Danville, and in good order. 

The communication was telegraphed to 
Gen. Grant, who replied, their request 
would be granted, if they would take the 
oath of allegiance. The Government re- 
tains the right to take possession of the 
road at any time they see proper. It is be- 
lieved the cars on the route will be running 
in two or three days, as the track is almost 
in as good order as before Lee's retreat. It 
was learned from these gentlemen that Jeff. 
Davis had been to Danville some two or 
three weeks » iu « G i but that he had^left. and 

them. 

The army i« still in the vicinity of Burks- 
viiio juuaiun, and no further change will 
be made in its disposition till official news 
is received from Sherman. No troops from 
this army have gone towards him, as it is 
believed he is fully able to look after John- 
ston with the forces at present with him.

Official to the War Department, 
Washington, April 24, 2 P. M. — Major 
General Dix: A dispatch from Sherman 
states that Wilson held Macon on the 20th, 
with Howell Cobb, G. W. Smith and others 
as prisoners, but that they claimed the ben- 
efit of the armistice, and he has telegraphed 
to me through the rebel lines for orders.

Milton, of Florida, has com- 
mitted suicide by shooting himself with a 
pistol. 

Rebel News from Wilson's Raid. 

Chattanooga, April 24.— The Chatta- 
noo Gazette has rebel news from Wilson rp 
to the 20th inst. West Point, Columbus, 
Griffin, and it is believed Macon fell into 
our hands. 

The rebel General Tyler was killed, and 
one hundred aud lorty-two men captured 
at West Point. 

Two bridges, the depot, and all the roll- 
ing stock of the West Point and Montgom- 
ery road were destroyed at the former 
place. 

One thousand rebels were captured in 
Columbus and paroled. 

Gov. Brown, of Georgia, has called out 
all militia, between the age3 of sixteen and 
sixty. < >n the 19th inst. a body of the raid- 
ers were on the West Point aud Atlanta 
railroad, forty-three miles south of Atlanta. 

Wilson appears to be heading to the east- 
ward, probably Savannah. 

The rebel papers give no dates. 

The Atlanta papers know of the assassin- 
ation of President Lincoln, but make no 
comments. They deny the surrender of 
Lee's army, and say he was all right on the 
10th inst. They say that Grant lost 60,000 
men in a battle at Amelia C. H. 



More Rebel "Peace Offerings." 

New York, April 24. — Capt. Smith, of 
the brig J. Titus, from Bermuda, reports 
that the United States Cousul there had 
learned that one Dr. Blackburn, of Wil- 
mington, N. C, had collected four bales of 
infected clothing from hospitals, which he 
intended to ship to New York for the pur- 
pose of spreading the yellow fever in that 
city. The clothing was seized and burned. 

Harlan to Continue In the Cabinet. 

Washington, April 24.— In an interview 
with the President, Senator Harlan, after 
mentioning his nomination by Mr. Lincoln 
and confirmation by the Senate to be Secre- 
tary of the Interior from the 15th of May 
next, stated his desire to disembarrass Mr.

Foreign New*. 

Hi* York, April 24.-The steamer City 
ot Washington, from Liverpool the 12th 
arrived here to-night. Melbourne advices 
of the 23d of February detail the troubles 
between the Government and rebel cruis- 
ers. The Shenandoah's application to re- 
pair was granted, and the vessel was 
Disced ou the slip and work proceeded. 
On the 13th of February, however, a police 
warrant was issued for the arrest of a Brit- 
ish subject alleged to have been enlisted on 
the Shenandoah. The officers of the vessel 
refused to let the warrant be executed. Or- 
ders were then issued that British subjects 
should cease working on the repairs, and a 
strong police was placed to see the order 
carried out. 

Subsequently all persons who had ille- 
gally joined the crew were removed from 
the vessel and repairs allowed to proceed. 
The ship would be ordered to leave port at 
the earliest date. Considerable excitement 
had attended the affair. 

London Times points out the hardships 
inflicted on shippers by Seward's order by 
vessels arriving in America, Many passen- 
gers unprovided with passports are not al- 
lowed to discharge their cargoes.

English funds continued firm and ad- 
vancing, but on the 10th a slight check was 
experienced from the tenor of the news 
from Canada per the City of London.

The arrival of the Tallahassee at Liver- 
pool was reported per the steamer Persia. 
She still remained there. It is reported that 
she is renamed the Amelia, and will shortly 
be placed in the merchants' service. She 
still fly* the Confederate flag. 

The Times publishes a letter from Mr. 
O. Sullivan, late American Minister to 
Portugal, on the affair of the Niagara and 
Sacramento at Lisbon. He refutes the idea 
that there was any backing down on the 
part of Portugal, and asset ts that that gov- 
ernment acted with unimpeachable dignity 
and propriety throughout. It was bound to 
apologize for firing from the fort after the 
vessels signified their acknowledgment of 
the summons. 

Mr. Sullivan says a friend at Lisbon in- 
formed him the Stonewall waited outside

The Feeling in tee's Army. 

Col. John W. Forney, who visited Rich- 
mond since Lee's surrender, and had oppor- 
tunities that few have enjoyed, of learning 
the real sentiments of the heaten and dis- 
banded army and the people of Virginia, 
says : 

"When the rebel troops laid down their 
arms, three days after the formal surrender, 
(as I learn from an eye witness,) both ar- 
mies commingled together, and many of the 
men embraced and shed tears like long- 
separated brothers and friends. This noble 
enthusiasm and oblivion of hatred was the 
legitimate offspring of the teachings of 
Abraham Lincoln to the American people. 
Would it not be surprising if the death of 
their benefactor and champion, by the hand 
of one who professed to speak for Virginia, 
and declared himself to be the aven- 
ger of the South, did not arouse the 
strongest emotions ? The terms of 
lira m to Lee, also thi result of the same 
benign policy, lmlted many of the reb- 
el officers to tears. They were dumfound- 
ed at the magnanimity of the American 
Government; and the favorite officer of Lee, 
Gen. Gordon, with many others almost 
equally eminent, did not hesitate to express 
his deep and grateful sense of this unparal- 
leled exhibition of the mercy of the con- 
querer. Hon. Elibu B. Washburne, of Illi- 
nois, whom I met at Richmond on Satur- 
day morning, was present at this remarka- 
ble spectacle. Many of the rebel officers 
had been the schoolmates and companions 
of the Union officers. Many of them had 
sat in Congress with those against whom 
they had fought. 

"Without an exception, beginning, I feel 
free to say, with lee himself, the officers of 
this surrendered army of Northern Vir- 
ginia, regard the rebellion as over, and ad- 
vise submission to the irrisistible power of 
the Federal Government." «

Surrender.

We can hardly guess whether Johnston 
was to surrender to Sherman or Sherman 
to Johnston. 

The Times says Johnston evidently be- 
lieved himself dictating terms rather than 
receiving them, and laying the basis of a 
new government on a theory of State rights 
as absolute as ( alhoun ever dreamed of. 
Floyd never conceived a plan or basis for 
rebellion superior t 1 this. 
■Sherman's aet, viewed in purely military 
bearings, must be regarded as one of the 
most dangerous in insubordination. 

Sherman, distinguished as an admirable 
soldier, has fatally compromised himself, 
we fear, in entering the forbidden 
field of diplomacy as a peace- 
maker. His splendid military ca- 
reer is ended, and he will retire 
under a cloud from having undertaken lo 
act outside of his legitimate sphere. 

The World disapproves of Sherman's 
course and sharply rebukes Secretary Stan- 
ton for assailing him so violently. The ed- 
itor says the tiovernment, with its inten- 
tions and committals, could not have adopt- 
ed Sherman's plan of settlement, but owed 
it to his services and patriotic intentions to 
treat him with more consideration and can- 
dor. 

The Daily News thinks Sherman as- 
sumed too much authority, though it sees 
no objection to the terms proposed. The 
President says from JaC Davis down to his 
orderly sergeant, every man is trankly for- 
given without penalty on the .simple condi- 
tion of going home for the present, to re- 
pair damages and recruit resources for 
another onslaught.
